THE CHARTS shown above were used as exhibits by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at recent hearings before the Board of 
Transport Commissioners at Ottawa to refute arguments that the 
burden of freight rates is borne largely by the western provinces. 
The first chart for gross ton miles shows that the railway’s ser¬ 
vice in western Canada is substantially greater than that in 
eastern Canada. The second shows that average revenue per ton 
mile is much greater in eastern Canada and that the difference 
has been increasing since 1946. The third chart shows that the 
net earnings of the company, before income tax, once higher in 
western Canada than in eastern Canada, have been lower since 
mid-1948 despite the fact that two-thirds of the C.P<R. mileage is

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THE COUSIN’S STORY 


A History Of The Crows Nest Pass Area 


It was earlier in this same-year 
that the worth of the Pass as a 
means of travelling with a large 
group from B.C. to the plains 
was established. “D” Division of 
the N.W.M.P. made its famous 
“March Out of Kootenay” to 
prove ahat the Crows Nest Pass 
was the best route to move 
troops. This group had been sta¬ 
tioned at Kootenai (Fort Steele) 
and were to have made their trip 
in July, but were delayed until 
the settlement of the trouble 
which had flared up between the 
Flatheads and the American 
government. 

The trail was cleared and 
cashes laid over the summit as 
far as 16 mile east of the lower 
lake. This was probably as far 
as the Crows Nest detachment 
post of Police Flats. Constables 
Waite and Eales were dispatched 
over the mountains to request 
that wagons be sent from Fort 
Macleod to Old Man’s Lake in 
the Crows Nest Pass. The troop, 
60 strong, under Supt. Steele and 
Inspectors Wood and Huot was 
soon on its way. They went up 
the Elk as far as Fernie (Coal) 
Creek where they noted a cabin 


and a little farther on they pass¬ 
ed Colonel Baker’s coal claim on 
Marten Creek. These were the 
only inhabited spots untU they 
reached the springs. They con¬ 
tinued until they reached the 
Crows Nest detachment post and 
then stopped there and at Lee’s 
ranch and later continued to 
Fort Macleod. The Macleod Ga¬ 
zette announced on Aug. 23 that 
the troop had passed through 
the mountains in 11 days with¬ 
out incident. Mrs. Wood, who was 
to have accompanied her hus¬ 
band, turned back and went out 
via Golden and the C.PJl. arriv¬ 
ing in Macleod from Calgary by 
wagon. 

Inspector Woods was enthusi¬ 
astic “ .. . there is the pass and 
the richest country on the face 
of the earth awaiting develop¬ 
ment”. Supt. Steele was no less 
so. He says, “In my report to 
the Commissioner I laid particu¬ 
lar stress upon the value of the 
coal lands in the pass, its suita¬ 
bility as a railway route and the 
lightness of the work in compar¬ 
ison with that of the Kicking 
Horse Pass.

to give more height. From 
here he wriggled a little fur¬ 
ther to be blocked by a piece 
of sheet iron. Scraping out 
coal to remove the iron he 
crawled a little further to a 
point where he could straight¬ 
en out the mans legs and pull 
him out by the heels. Getting 
Mike down as far as he could 
before tiring, he called Wm. 
Lonsbury to bring Mike the 
rest of the way. Checking the 
man when they got him down, 
someone thought there was a 
sign of pulse beat and artifi¬ 


cial respiration was started, 
this continued until Dr. Aileo 
arrived and propour.ced him 
dead. 

When queried Mr. Goodwin 
stated all men held miners 
certificates and were consid¬ 
ered among the best for pillar 
work. He informed the jury 
that it was definitly not a gas 
bump.

A. Dow Relates His 
Story O f A ccident

Close calls are a dime a dozen 
in the everyday life of a coal 
miner, and Andy Dow, 65-year- 
old Coleman miner who has been 
working in coal mines in the 
Crows Nest Pass since 1011, fins 
had more than his share of nar¬ 
row escapes. 

But the narrowest of all hap¬ 
pened Tuesday morning in the 
tragedy at the McGillivray Creek 
mine here which claimed the 
lives of Frank Grigel, 46, of 
Bellevue and Mike Kolibas, 52, of 
Coleman, and sent Joe Zembiak 
49, of Coleman, to hospital with 
serious injuries. 

A timber — or the lack of a 
timber—was all that saved Andy 
Dow’s life. 

He and Mike Kolibas, his part¬ 
ner, were working in room 17 of 
district 101 northeast in the 
mine. They were ‘pulling a pillar’ 
—(which means pulling out a 
block of coal left when tunnels, 
or “room*” have been cut diag¬ 
onally up through the coal seam 
and crosscuts have been dug in 
the seam horizontally). 

As the miners pull the coal, 
they put up timbers to keep the 
roof up and to prevent debris 
from fallng. Such a timber was 
needed about 10 am. Tuesday by 
Kolibas and Dow, and Dow went 
down to cut the timber and bring 
it back to the “face”, where they 
were digging. 

Thrown to Roof 

He was just on his way back, 
when the “bump”— a pressure 
release — occurred, from below 
the coal seam. 

“I was thrown to the roof vio¬ 
lently as the floor came up,” Mr. 
Dow recalled later. "I started 
back up to the face, I remember 
calling Mike’s name, but I got 
no answer. The force of the 
bump must have thrown me 
down the room quite a ways, be¬ 
cause as I climbed back I got to 
within 10 feet of where the tim¬ 
ber was. 

"I realized I’d need help,” he 
stated. “I crawled back over the 
debris, and was crossing a chute. 
I lost my balance, fell into the 
chute and went down about 200 
feet before I was stopped. A fire 
boss, John Ondrlk was there, and 
with him Aloise Kubica. They 
started up the room and some 
other boys heljred me down to 
the entry and from there out of 
the mine. 

“I knew that rooms 17 and 18 
were the ones centred about the 
bump. My partner must have 
been trapped in there. When I 
went back, I couldn’t see any¬ 


thing for rocks. And there was 
nothing but dust. 

Had Premonition 

“Mike said that morning when 
we were going in, ‘We got to 
watch, Scotty’ — he called me 
Scotty—‘I had a bad dream last 
night’. I told him ‘It’s okay, we’ll 
hold her.’ 

“But I was watching our tim¬ 
bering like a hawk. I’d had a bad 
dream Sunday morning, and 
knew there was trouble coming. 
Mike was a good man. He and I 
had worked together for quite a 
while. 

“You know,” Mr. Dow said, “we 
were working in almost exactly 
the same spot where I was about 
27 years ago. This was a reopen¬ 
ed working that had been mined 
once before. I know every inch 
of that mine—I must have ex¬ 
tracted thousands of tons of coal 
from It. 

Third Injury 

“This is my third or fourth ex¬ 
perience with accidents in this 
mine. I’ve had three injuries 
from bumps, and”—he said this 
disgustedly—“they’ve all been in 
the same place, my right shoul¬ 
der and across the ribs.” 

“First time I was hurt it was 
in the 1926 explosion that killed 
11 men. But it didn’t hurt me 
bad enough to prevent me from 
taking part in the rescue work. 
Then last year I hurt the shoul¬ 
der again. I was just getting over 
it after working on it for the 
whole year—and now I hang it 
up again.” 

Some one asked Mr. Dow if he 
was going to go back into the 
mine, since this latest accident. 

“I wouldn’t be happy anywhere 
else,” he replied. “As soon as the 
shock is out of my system, ‘I’ll be 
back in there.”
